, law. 
A co mmittee o f six men was 
appo inted la st night and each mem­ 
ber o f the co mmittee will bring three 
mo re men with him to a meeting at 
the co urt ho use assembly ro o m nex t 
Wednesday ev ening, when the 
Lo cal 
Co uncil will be named. 
The members 
o f the co mmittee were to be co nsulted 
to day and their co i sent to act o b­ 
tained. 


The Lo cal Co uncil will 
likel^ 
be 
co mpo sed o f fifteen o r eighteen men. 
and it is desired that they he repre­ 
sentativ e men. This bo dy serv es as 
a final co urt o f appeal in lo cal m a t­ 
ters. 
Within the co uncil is what is 
termed the ex ecutiv e co uncil o f fo ur 
o r fiv e members, which practically di­ 
rects the wo rk o f the lo cal tro o ps.. 
The Sco ut Co mmissio ner, when a p­ 
po inted, will hav e general directing 
po wer o v er all the tro o ps, which it is 
ho ped will he o rganized. 


As a climax to the tribute 
which 
was paid la st night to Mr. Waldo n, 
the Bo y Sco uts who fo llo w the lea d­ 
ership o f Mr. Waldo n and a number 
o f men who 
hav e 
appreciated 
his 
wo rk fo r so me time presented 
him 
with $25 . 
The presentatio n speech 
wa s made hv Vernal Spiv ey , a Sco ut. 


Fo r the mo ment Mr. Waldo n was 
co mpletely o v erco me 
with 
emo tio n 
and co uld no t reply . His deep appre­ 
ciatio n o f the gift and the spirit in 
which it was giv en caused the tears 
to co urse do wn his cheeks; he aro se 
to speak, but his v o cal o rgans refus­ 
ed to wo rk and lie sat do wn. 
Mr. Waldo n later thanked the men 
and the bo y s fo r such a splendid re­ 
membrance, mo re especially the feel­ 
ing that la y hack o f 
the gift.

geo us gardens. 
And it 
was

fo rth by the certainty that ev ery o ne 
o f the mammo th ex hibitio n pa la ces— 
each o ne co v ering fro m fiv e 
to 
ten 
acres— and ev ery lake and fo untain 
and av enue and garden and all the 
mino r palaces o f the ex po sitio n will 
be co mpleted and ready fo r o ccu­ 
pancy just eight mo nths befo re the 
o pening day . 
The reco rd which the 
hustling Califo rnians hav e bro ken is

Up in the left hand co rner o f The Daily Republican to day 
appears the fo llo wing: “ Vo l.

A scho o l hack co ntaining nineteen 
children ro lled o ff the grade just west 
o f Milro y y esterday afterno o n abo ut 
fo ur o ’clo ck. 
Sev enteen o f the nine­ 
teen children were injured, but o nly 
o ne serio usly . 
Their escape is co n­ 
sidered miraculo us. 


Ocea Fo ster was the o ne 
badly 
hurt. 
All were taken back to Milro y 
and giv en medical attentio n. 
Their 
injuries 
co nsisted 
o f 
cuts 
and 
bruises, while the Fo ster girl is be­ 
liev ed to he injured internally . 


The embankment is 
twenty 
feet 
high and the scho o l hack turned o v er 
two o r three times. That so me o f the 
children were no t killed o r serio usly 
injured is co nsidered remarkable. The 
hack was to rn to pieces. 
Isaac Spurling, driv er o f the hack, 
sta tes that he turned aro und to sa y 
so mething to the children and in do ­ 
ing so accidentally 
pulled 
o n 
the 
lines ami the team bro ught the hack 
to o near the edge o f the embankment. 
The v ery fa ct that the 
hack 
was 
clo sed sav ed the liv es o f many o f the 
children, it is believ ed, o r 
at 
least 
sav ed them fro m fa ta l injuries. They 
were a frightened lo t o f y o ungsters 
when they were bro ught back into 
Co n tin u ed o n 
P a g e 8 . 


There was a large audience present 
at the Metho dist church last night in 
attendance at the ev angelistic meet­ 
ings. 
Mr. Harriman sang, “ The Pilo t 
so ng.” 
He also preached the ser­ 
mo n. 
The 
tex t 
was, 
Acts 
4:12, 
“ Neither is there any o ther name un­ 
der heav en, that is giv en amo ng men, 
wherein we must he sa v ed.” 


This wa s 
the 
mo st 
asto nishing 
statement in the scriptures, he said. 
It wo uld seem at first to he igo tistie. 
in that it assumed there was no o ther 
way o f salv atio n. 
Yet this was true. 


He co ntrasted the Christian reli­ 
gio n with 
o ther religio ns, 
sho wing 
that these did no t sav e but led men 
into deeper superstitutio n and de­ 
spair, while Christ in the go spel led 
them into peace and ho pe. 


He first po inted o ut that salv atio n 
was redemptio n fro m >in. 
Sin was 
the univ ersal fact with which all had 
to deal. 
Christ alo ne was 
able 
to 
deal with this. 
Tie himself was sin­ 


less and he died fo r sin. 
No 
o ther 
faith pro mised a s much and no o ther 
religio n co uld therefo re sav e fro m 
sin, he declared. 


The Christian Scientists were “ in 
erro r” in that they denied the reality 
o f £ in, and 
the 
necessity 
fo r an 
ato nement o f sin, the ev angelist co n­ 
tinued. 
This sect had no co rner o n 
the spirit o f o ptimism either, he said, 
as he"Tnentio t>ed the 
seco nd element 
in salv atio n which he called “ Present 
Co mfo rt.” 
He 
po inted 
o ut 
ho w 
Christ bro ught to men 
co nso latio n 
amid all the difficulties and disco ur­ 
agements 
o f life. 
This 
phase 
o f 
Christianity had 
been 
emphasized 
fo r centuries, lo ng befo re the Chris­ 
tian Science Sect had arisen, he said. 
The latter, therefo re, was telling the 
wo rld no thing new when it 
stressed 
the po ssibility o f 
serenity 
in 
the 
midst o f trial and tro uble, he added. 
The ho pe o f eternal life was again 
po inted o ut a s a pro minent element in 
the Christian religio n. 
It gav e a s­ 
surance o f the wo rld to co me. 
It was 
in this co nnectio n that he related a 
to uching sto ry o f a 
J apanese 
who 
had studied tie 
Christian 
religio n 
with the v iew o f criticisms' it. 
This 
man attended the funeral 
o f 
tin* 
child o f a missio nary . 
He o bserv ed 
that the Christians did no t so rro w 
a s 
the J apanese with desperate wailing 
and ev ident despair, o r as Paul ex ­ 
pressed it, “ they so rro wed no t as 
tho se who hav e no ho pe.” 
This fa ct 
co nv inced the nativ e critic that there 
was a reality in the Christian religio n 
in that gav e men ho pe and assuaged 
their so rro w. 


To mo rro w, will be an 
interesting 
day at the church. 
All the 
serv ices* 
will be giv en an ev angelistic turn. De­ 
cisio n Day will he held in the Sunday 
scho o l. 
It is anticipated that many 
y o ung peo ple will make the decisio n 
to mo rro w. 
Mr. Harriman will a d­ 
dress the Sunday scho o l at the clo se 
o f the Sunday scho o l 
perio d 
o n 
“ What it Means to he a Christian.” 
Mr. Harriman will also preach at the 
ev ening serv ice.

Wednesday evening, when the Local 
Council will be named. The members 
of the committee were to be consulted 
today and their coi sent to act ob- 
tained. 


The Local Council will likely be 


composed of fifteen or eighteen men, 
and it is desired that they be repre- 
sentative men. This body serves as 
a final court of appeal in local mat- 
ters. Within the council is what is 
termed the executive council of four 
or five members, which practically di- 
rects the work of the local troops., 
The Scout Commissioner, when ap- 
pointed, will have general directing 
power over all the troops, which it is 
hoped will be organized. 


As a climax to the tribute which 


was paid last night to Mr. Waldon, 
the Boy Scouts who follow the lead-

A school hack containing nineteen 


children rolled off the grade just west 
of Milroy yesterday afternoon about 
four o'clock.. Seventeen of the nine- 
teen children were injured, but only 
one seriously. Their escape is con- 
idered miraculous. 


Ocea Foster was the one 
badly 


hurt. All were taken back to Milroy 
and given medical attention. 
Their 


injuries 
consisted 
of 
cuts 
and 


bruises, while the Foster girl is be- 
lieved to be injured internally. 


The embankment is twenty 
feet 


high and the school hack turned over 
two or three times. That some of the 
children were not killed or seriously 
injured is considered remarkable. The 
hack was torn to pieces. 


Isaac Spurling, driver of the hack, 


states that he turned around to say 
something to the children and in do- 
ing so accidentally 
pulled on the 


lines and the team brought the hack 
too near the edge of the embankment. 


The very fact that the hack was 


closed saved the lives of many of the 
children, it is believed, or at least 
saved them from fatal injuries. They

Evangelist at St. Paul M. E. Church 


Points to Most Astonishing 


Statement in the Bible. 


CONTRAST TO OTHER FAITHS 


Big Day Fpr Tomorrow is 
Planned 


With Special Evangelistic Turn 


to All the Services. 


There was a large audience present 


at the Methodist church last night in 
attendance at the evangelistic meet- 
ings. Mr. Harriman sang, "The Pilot 
song.'7 lie also preached the ser- 
mon. 
The text was. Acts 
4:12, 


"Neither is there any other name un- 
der heaven, that is given among men, 
wherein we must he saved." 


This was 
ilie most astonishing 


statement in the scriptures, he said. 
It would seem at first to he igotisiie. 
in that it assumed there was no other 
way of salvation. Yet this was true. 


He contrasted the Christian reli- 


gion with other religions, showing 
that these did not save but led men 
into deeper superstitution and de- 
spair, while Christ in the gospel led 
them into peace and hope. 


He first pointed out that salvation 


was redemption from sin. 
Sin was 


the universal fact with which all had 
to deal. 
Christ alone was able to 


deal wifh this. " He "himself was sin- 
less and he died for sin. Xo other 
faith promised as much and no other 
religion could therefore save from 
sin, he declared. 


The Christian Scientists were "in 


error" in that they denied the reality 
of sin, and the. necessity for an 
atonement of sin. the evangelist con- 
tinued. This sect had no corner on 
the spirit of optimism either, he said, 
as he~mentioQed the second element 
in salvation which he called "Present 
Comfort."
